Instincts of Life. 
NEW YORK, April I—(A*)—The 
movie Industry today had a new 
code of ethics. 
The code, which has beef) adopt- 
I cd by the Motion Picture Producers 
and Distributors of America, Inc , 
was announced by Will H. Hays, 
president of the organization, and 
provides; 
The use of liquor hi American 
life shall be restricted to the actual 
requirements of characterization or 
plot. 
Acts of murder or brutality shall 
be presented only in such a way as 
will not inspire imitation 
Methods of crime shall not be 
presented in explicit detail. 
Scenes of passion shall not be in­ 
troduced when not essential to the 
plot. 
The sanctity of the Institu­ 
tion of marriage and the home shall 
be upheld. 
Pointed profanity, obscenity rn 
word, gesture, reference, song, joke 
or by suggestion and indecent or 
undue exposure are forbidden. 
Revenge in modern times shall 
i not be Justified as a motive. Under 
, this rule "Hamlet" and "Othello” 
; which have revenge for their plot 
motive could be shown for they 
t are not laid in modern times 
Another rule declares that “no 
: film or episode may throw ridicule 
on anv religious faith, and m'nisters 
■ of religion In their characters as 
ministers of religion should not be 
I used as comic characters or as vil- 
1 lain*." 
Mr. Hay* said “the adoption of 
the code marks the latest and 
greatest stop taken in the motion 
picture industry in the direction of 
self government to the end that the 
theatrical screen shall conform not 
only to the highest standards of this 
art. but to the wholesome Instincts 
of life."

Perhaps, however, it would In­ 
terest you to know more about these hayseeds and 
the western prairies from which they can be plucked 
at random. 
For the benefit of those readers who have not had 
the advantages of travel, it might be explained that 
the western prairie is an extensive tract of level or 
rolling land in the Mississippi valley. A full descrip­ 
tion of the strange land and ita primitive peoples la 
impossible because of the fact that the prairies cover 
a territory that compares in Bise very favorably to 
New York state, the British Isles or Prance and some 
of the land la rather densely populated. 
Nebraska (a commonwealth that can be located on 
any standard map) might be taken as typical of the 
prairie states. The quaint name comes from the In- 
i dlans. All the inhabitants of Nebraska (the accent is 
on the second syllable) are not of the Red race. Most 
of the Indians have been segregated, undoubtedly a 
government measure to protect them from contact 
with a lower culture. 
The people of Nebraska, of course, are very stupid 
and ignorant. There is however, a school system 
which even includes colleges and universities that are 
sometimes humorously referred to as institutions of 
higher learning. Statistics on illiteracy need not be 
given here, everyone realizes they are misleading and 


will take tile place of other levies and reduce taxes 
on physical property. The best evidence that it will 
not accomplish this result Is that wherever it has 
been adopted all taxes have increased. What it has 
actually done is to provide political officeholders with 
more spending money than they had before. 
Wisconsin Is known as the experimental laboratory 
for all sorts of governmental schemes cooked up by 
professional theorists and so-called experts in poli­ 
tical science. About twenty years ago it took up the 
income tax in a small way. 
The additional revenue 
thus realized was promptly spent by the state ^au­ 
thorities, and when it ran out they proceeded to pile 
on more income taxes and surtaxes until now the to­ 
tal runs far above that collected by the federal gov­ 
ernment. 
At the same time, indivdual exemptions 
are not so liberal as Uncle Sam allows, and people 
with moderate incomes are “stuck” for the state tax 
although they do not have to pay anything to the 
United States. 
Yet property taxes in Wisconsin are higher than 
ever—so high, in fact, as to put an almost prohibitive 
burden on business enterprise, taken in conjunction 
with the income taxes. This has caused some Indus­ 
tries to move their plants into the neighboring states 
of Illinois, Michigan, Iowa, and Minnesota. Of course, 
the effect of their departure is to lessen employment 
for working people in Wisconsin; and with fewer 
wage-earners to buy their products the farmers of 
Wisconsin also suffer. 
Why should it cost three times as much per year 
to operate the governmental machinery of Wisconsin 
as it does that of Nebraska? We have the word of 
the governor of Wisconsin to that effect, in his in­ 
augural message to the legislature a year ago. 
Part of the answer to this question is. Hie income 
tax. 
Easy ©rune, easy go. 
When professional poli­ 
ticians find a new source of public revenue, they ex­ 
ploit it to the utmost. They have done that in Wis­ 
consin; they have done it in New York, and in Massa­ 
chusetts. and in other states where the income tax 
system is in vogue; and they will do the same thing 
In Nebraska lf they get a chance. 
The farmer cannot afford to let smooth-tongued 
theorists fool him with the talk that if the income 
tax la adopted it will hit the rich man and let him 
off.

It would be interesting to see the reaction of the 
average Nebraska hayseed lf some money were put in 
his pocket. His experience with having money ex­ 
tracted from his pockets, of course, ta more exten­ 
sive. Instead of money it is understood the “seedy” 
Nebraskans use various products for exchange pur­ 
poses. The soil of the prairies ta more fertile than 
usually realized and the crops are rather large. 
These products Include corn (which ta an edible plant 
seed not a liquor), wheat (which can be ground into 
a flour used as ingredient in making bread), surplus 
(which ta produced for the benefit of congressmen 
and senators) and other queer crops that are native 
to this land. 
Speakeasies, talkies and dubious brokers’ offices are 
only words to these hayseeders, who by the way are 
sometimes known as Bons of Wild Jackasses. Night 
clubs, racketeering, and other essentials of modern 
civilized life have made little headway in this primi­ 
tive prairie state.
